SHOULD LEAVE ONE DAY AVAILABLE FOR TRIP TO OXFORD WHERE 
THE SENATOR WISHES MEET WITH ALISTAIR BUCHAN AND

(C) FOR PARIS: SUGGEST EMBASSY CONSIDER ARRANGING 
APPOINTMENTS WITH SOME OF FOLLOWING: RAYMOND ARON, 
GEORGES SUFFERT, ALAIN VERNAY, EDITH LENART (BBC), 

SCOTT SULLIVAN (NEWSWEEK), FLORA LEWIS AND, IF AVAILABLE, 
CY SULZBERGER. SENATOR WOULD ALSO LIKE TO MEET WITH 
THREE OR FOUR PARLIAMENTARIANS, FROM LEFT AS WELL AS 

MAJORITY, AND WHOSE SPECIALTY IS FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

SENATOR WOULD ALSO APPRECIATE EMBASSY BRIEFING AND HIS 
OFFICE ASKS THAT MESSRS MCGREW AND CONDON BE INCLUDED 
IN SESSION. MRS. MCGOVERN WOULD APPRECIATE SEPARATE
